Owing to the crop failures caused by the most 
seven1 drouth that has visited the State in years, 
many farmers find themselves only too willing to 
take advantage of substantial assistance proffered 
by the business men of the towns and cities where 
these farmers trade. 
Throughout all the drouth territory there is no 
abatement of efforts to relieve the distress and to 
do all that could be done in the way of preparing 
for the future by planting feed for stock. 
In near­ 
ly all towns where there is a bank or commercial 
organizations in the drouth afflicted country the 
fanners are advised that they can secure wheat, 
oats, barley and other small grain for planting. At 
one town a banker bought a ear load of wheat and 
advised farmers that they could get it at cost for 
planting. 
In all the other towns the banks, ban­ 
kers and commercial organizations have made the 
same generous offers. 
The fanners are not ex­ 
pected to pay cash. 
They are urged to buy, plant 
and pay when they can. 
The assistance the organized business men of 
the Home Town are now’ so eager to render the 
farmers who find themselves in distress is prompt­ 
ed in the main by an unselfish spirit of brotherly 
Jove and the desire to help those wiio are in need of 
assistance. 
A t such times the country banker and 
the home town merchant come to the rescue, grant 
credits and extensions and, as is the case this year, 
furnish seed for planting the next crop w'ithout a 
dollar* of cash or security passing hands. 
Practi­ 
cally’ every county that wag hit by the drouth has 
sent out word that no outside help is needed. 
We believe firmly in the right of every man to 
spend his money where he chooses, but the farmers 
of Texas have not given their undivided support 
to those merchants and bankers and newspaper pub­ 
lishers, etc., who have eome and made their homes 
in their midst and have invested their capital in 
the county. 
Too often we have gone out of our way 
to patronize the stores in the big city knowing full 
well that dollars sent away to distant markets 
never return in any part.
